elondy night, or when there i, no moon, but 
of a room when it is shut up and all the light, 
are extinct. 
Nothing was to be heard but 
the shrieks ol women, the screams and the 
cries of men : some calling for their children, 
others for their parent* and others for their 
husbands, and only distinguishing each other 
by their voices; one lamenting his own fate, 
another that of his family; some wishing to 
die from the very fear of dying : some lilting 
tbeir hands to the gods, but the greater part 
imagining that the lost and eternal night 
was come which was to destroy the gods and 
the world together. 
At length a glimmering 
light appeared, which they imagined to be 
rather the forerunner of an approaching 
burst of flamea, as in truth it was, than the 
return of dav. 
The fire, however, fell at a 
distance, and they were again iromerted in 
thick darkness, with a heavy shower of aabea 
raining upon them, which they were obliged 
to shako off, otherwise they would have been 
crushed and buried in the heap. 
At laat 
this dreadful darkness was dissipated by de­ 
grees, like a clond of emoke; the real day re­ 
turned, and even the sun appeared, though 
aa under a partial eclipse. 
Every object 
which presented itself to their weakened eyes 
was covered over with white ashes, aa with a 
deep snow. The mountain afterwards threw 
oat deluges of heated water, charged with 
the dry light eshes whiah were suspended in 
the air. This water as it reached the toil, 
carried with it in its course the cinders which 
ha<l fallen, and th at deluged Pompeii with a 
soft pasty volcanic mad or alluvium, which 
penetrated into placee where neither scoria 
nnr ashes eon Id have ruaehed; and thus com­ 
pleted the work of destruction. 
_ 
This ia the substance of the description 
given by an eye witness, and it valuable ae 
affording an ovideaec af the character of the 
eruption. Thie eruption also overwhelmed 
Herculaneum with Uva, acme of the ruin* of 
which have been discovered about a miledi 
tank On aeoount of the diftculty of excava­ 
ting tbe lava, but cue subterranean excavation 
ha* been made exhibiting tbe interior of two 
or three buusee and temple*. 
Haring entered the area of the excava ted 
ruins, we ware greatly surprised to find them 
iu so excellent a state of preservation. We 
found ourselves walking through long paved 
streets, ju sta s they were when thronged with 
inhabitants, 1800 years ago, with rows of 
houses on both sides, closely built up in every 
direction. Tbe streets are extremely narrow 
and it is clear that not more than one vehicle 
could nasa at a time in any b at the principal 
throughfarea. They are_ paved with irregu­ 
lar blocks of lava, closely fitted together, and 
bordered b y 'a narrow pavement and curb­ 
stone, elevated a foot or more above tbe car­ 
riage way. The strceti are about os widens 
kl.-Clellan’s alley, Baltimore, and even die 
principal tli rough fares ore not more tban two- 
tliirds as wide as the narrow part of Holliday 
street. Stepoing stones, like those ip Balti­

Pliny tbe younger, who was a resident of 
Poespcii at tne time of it, destruction, gives 
an Interesting account in hig well-known let­ 
ters to Tacitus, describing tbe dcuth of big 
uacle, the older Pliny, distinguished as a 
naturalist.

ed in tbe highest style of art, and embellish­ 
ed with statuary, paintings, fountain, bathing 
room and garden. 
Beneath the portico, and 
billow tlie level uf tho gardens, was the wine 
cellar, a long arcliwuy, nut lei* than lUO feet 
in length, ,n aa perfect a «Uto as when last 
occupied by it, owner. 
A lung row of wine 
jar», each about four feet high, nnw stands in 
this vault, incrustatcd in lm a against the wall.

skeleton was found, with that ot an attend­ 
ant near the garden gate, the one still hold­ 
ing in his bony grasp the key of tho villa, 
tho other carrying a purse containing 100 
gold and silver coin» and some silver vases.— 
"While Le was thus endeavoring tu escape to 
the sea shore, the members of his family, 
whom he had abandoned to their fate, took 
refuge in the wine cellars, where seventeen 
of tbeir skeletons were found near the door, 
as it they had endeavored to retrace tbeir 
steps after finding that tlie place afforded no 
shelter from the fiery tempest. From tbe 
gold bracelete on tbe necks and arms of near­ 
ly all tbpse skeletons, it would appear that 
they were mostly female*. Two were tbe 
skeleton* of chitaren, who*» skull* still re­ 
tained some portions of beautiful blonde hair. 
After they bad periahed probably from suffo­ 
cation, .the floor of tbe cellar was inundated 
with a fine alluvium, which hardened upon 
the bodies and took easts, not only of their 
forms, but even of tbe moetdelica'e texture of 
tlie lineu they wore, and of the jewels which 
adorned their person*. 
One cast of a young 
girl, part of which I saw In tbe iquseam tof 
day, with her skull, possessed exceeding ele- 
gauce of form ; tho neck and breast especuilly 
were perfect models of female beauty. 
“llow sailly echoing to the itrsuger's tread, 
These walls respoad, like Voices from the dead,” 
We also examined the spot were the skele­ 
ton, of a mother and three children were 
found, all closely folded in each others arms, 
and eovered with gold ornaments, elaborately 
worked and enriched with pendant pearls of 
great value. 
Tbo ruins of a tavern are quite interesting. 
It lias numerous apartments in tho re a r, 
which served probably as drinking rooms, as 
one of tbe walls contained announcements 6f 
tbe public festivals uf the day. The shop it­ 
self contained a furnace, step, for arranging 
the glasses and a marble counter which still 
exhibits tbe stain* af the liquor and the mark* 
of the glasses. The figure of Mercury was 
painted on various part* of tbe house, and 
some of the walls are covered with proper 
names scratched by the customers npon the 
plastering which covered other names of pre­ 
sión* scribblers. 
! The Honse of the Burgeon was found well 
snnplicd with surgical instruments, of forty 
different varieties. The public bake honse 
was also examined with great interest. 
It 
has four stone mills in it, something after tbe 
style of “ The Little Giant,M of Messrs. Ribb 
AC». 
The oven stands in a perfect condition 
still, and is precisely after tlie fashion of the 
bake ovens of the present day. 
It had wood 
and kindling iu it, apparently just ready for 
lighting. 
The House of Sallust is one of the most 
magnificent of private residences within the 
walls, and had attached to it a real prototype 
of tbe Oiicntal Harem, every part or it moat 
elaborately decorated. 
In the adjoining lane 
wm found the skeleton of ta young female, 
supposed to be that of tbe fair being who was 
enshrined in this sauctum with ao much pri­ 
vacy and magnificence. She bad four ring* bn 
one of ber fingers, set with engraved atonas; 
fine gold bracelets, two ear-rings, and thirty- 
two pieces of money wero lying near her.— 
Close at hand were found tbe skeletons of 
throe other females, supposed to have been 
ber slaves. 
The public bathe are very fine end in an 
excellent state y f nresefffhtion. One has a 
vaulted ceiling,’ richly painted red and blue, 
with a cold water basin of yrhile marble in 
the oentre, 12 feet 10 inches in diameter and 
2 feet 9 inches fleep. Tbe warm hath is en­ 
tered from the disrobing room, add nearly 
oorresponds with it in sise. 
There is also a 
vapor batb, the walls and chambers being 
«instructed hollow, ao as to allow, the steam 
to circulate freely from tbe furnaces. The 
women's baths are at the Other side of the 
furuaoea, and ara arranged and decorated in 
tbe some manner as those for the men. 
No 
lesa than 500 atone lampe were found in one 
corridor of this estaUisiiment. 
Tbe forum is a spacious and imposing spot 
■nrroanded by the Temple of Jupiter, Temple j 
of Venus, and tbe Senate Chamber. 
It was j 
ornamented o# three sides by a broad colun- j 
ade of Grecian Doric architecture. 
Tbe Sen­ 
ate Chamber, or Bos,alien, was 200 feet lung 
and 80 feet broad, and in a vault under it, 
stairway, 
used for prisoner, during the 
progress of a trial, were found two skele­ 
ton* with tbeir ancles manacled. The Pan­ 
theon had «1,0 evidently been a mo«t elegant 
structure, ft having been used as a residence 
for the Auguttols os well as fur religious pu:- 
podca. 
The ruins of tho House of Venus and Mars 
are distinguished for a famous well of puro wa­ 
ter, said to possess great mineral qualities, 
120 feet deep, not at all affected by tho 
change it baa undergone. 
Tbat which attracted roost attention was 
the famous temple uf Isis. 
The court pre­ 
sents all the arrangement, fur the Is'ib wor­ 
ship. 
In one end ia the sacred well of Iustral 
purification, to which there was a descent by 
steps. 
Near it is the altar, un which wero 
fuund the burnt bones of human Tictims who 
had just been sacrificed. 
In a niche of the 
wall was a figure of Ilarpocrates, with hi* 
finger, on his lips to enjoin silence upon the 
worshippers iu regard to the mysteries they 
might witness. 
In another part was the fig­ 
ure uf Isis in purple drapery, partly gilt, 
holding a bronxe sistrum and a key. 
Tn one 
of the rooms a skeleton was found holding a 
sacrificial axe with which he hud cut through 
two wails iu the vain attempt to escape from 
the eruption, but perished before ho could 
reach the third. 
The subterranean passage 
and secret stairs by which the 
priest 
could obtain access to the interior of the altar, 
and deliver t]ie oracles as if they proceeded 
from the statue of Isis herself, we examined 
with great interest. 
The barracks near tbo gato was undoubted­ 
ly tbe great headquarters of the Pompeian 
troop*. 
In the guard room were found four 
skeletons with their legs fastened in iron 
stocks ; in the sleeping apartments numer­ 
óos helmets of bronxe and iron,, with bolts, 
lances, swords, strigils.leother bolts, Ac. In 
the rooms of the offioers above were found 
helmets of vario us kinds, some of tb* most 
exqnisite workmanship, with swords and vari­ 
ous articles of female dress and ornaments, of 
tbe richest kind, proving that the iamiUea of 
tbe officers lived in the Barracks with them, 
Among the personal ornaments found were 
two neoklaees of massive gold, one of which 
was set with twelve, emeralds, several _ gold 
rings, ear-rings, end bracelets eonUining 
precio** stance, p i t pins fur the heir, end 
chests of fine linen end cloths of gold, line 
of these upper room* contained eighteen 
skeletons of men, « e a rn and children. The 
f%ete> number of skeletons fawwd in the bar» 
racks was sixty-tbree,.a remarkable proof of

bouico in Naples, contained in about 100 
rooms, wliich occupied a day in giving to 
tbem only a cursory examination. 
The mar­ 
ble snd bronxe statuary exbibit a very high 
state of art, wbil-t statues of the Heathen 
Goddesses are remarkable for their historical 
interest. 
In short this museum has always 
been regarded ss the most interesting in the 
world, as remarked by an English writer, in 
a work on the subject, for here we find tbe 
furniture, tbe ornaments, tbe Gods, tbe busts, 
the utensils, the painting* of a great people, 
whose city was overthrown and boned under 
thick ashes almost 2,000 years ago; their 
books, tbeir musical instruments, even their 
bread and their baked frnita in its pristine 
form, only blackened by tbe action of fire, are 
to be seen. In contení plating these, we re­ 
trace with a sort ol fascination all their habits 
and customs, looking with double interact on 
such es assimilitte with these of onr own day, 
thus in idea Connectingouraelve*with them; 
and we dwell upon the varied objects pre­ 
sented to our view, ell of which aye eonous 
and many beautiful, with sensations so live­ 
ly, ao real, that we feel as If the people still 
lived, still were among us.

In 1834 he was compelled to fly from 
Genua, because of his complicity in a liberal 
conspiracy. After two years' residence in 
Marseilles, he went to o ffer his services to tbe 
Bey of Tunis, but received such insufficient 
encouragement, tbat he sflon left Africa'and 
went to Sontb America, where be commended, 
for the Republic ot Uruguay, the squndron 
destined to act against Bueno* Ayres. 
When 
the Revolution of 1848 broke out. Garibaldi, 
with tbe remains of tbe Italian legion who 
bad fought under him in South America, 
fought on the aide of Italian independence.— 
In Piedmont, in tlie Tyrol, and in Rome, 
(which he gallantly defended against the 
French troops,) his valor tros disunguisbed. 
Uis, indeed, is 
A spirit that can dare 
The deadliest form tbat death can take, 
And dare it—for the daring’s sake. 
After Rome was taken, Garibaldi disbanded 
his little company of adherents and went to 
New York, where he entered into basinets.— 
Tbenoe he returned ta South America, and 
oommanded tbe Peruvian navy for some time, 
lie has lived, with bis children, in an island 
near Sardinia for tbe last five yeare. 
His 
wife, a woman of undaunted courage, died, by 
his side, from an Austrian ball in Italy, 
At 
the sound of tlie war trumpet, Garibaldi re­ 
turned to liis native land, was recognised and 
encouraged, and the volunteers hastened to 
enrol tlicm-ulves under his command. 
Na- 
poloon and Victor Emmanuel have great re­ 
liance in his ability and bravery, and he 
«com, destined to play a leading part in the 
e\cuts of the fast-coming time. 
Of lofty suture, strong frame, hrevoheert, 
and generous spirit, Gaiibeidi it said tn be 
tho best guerilla leader now in Europe. The 
value of his services and example, in Lom­ 
bardy aad Piedmont, at this crisis, is incalcu­ 
lable.

At last 
this dreadful darkness was dissipated by de- 
grees, like a cloud of smoke ; the real day re- 
turned, and even the, sun appeared, though 
as under a partial eclipse. 
Every object 


wiiieii prosahted itself to tlieir weakened eyes 
was co\ered over with white ashes, as with a 
deep snow. 
The mountain afterwards threw 


out deluges of lieated water, charged with 
the dry light ashes ubieh were suspended in 
tbe air. 
T'nis water as it reached tlie soil, 


carried with it in its course th« cinders which 
bad fallen, and thus deluged Pompeii with a 
soft, pasty volcanic mud or alluvium, which 
penetrated into places where neither scoria 
nnr ashes could have readied, and thus com- 
pleted the work (if destruction. 


This is tbe substance of the description 


given by an eye witness, and is valuable as 
:i Hording an e'videuce nf'tlie character of tlio 
eruption. 
Tliis eruption also overwhelmed 


lloreiilanenm with lava, some ol'the ruins of 
which bavo been discovered about a mile dis- 
tant. 
On account of the, difiiciilty of excava- 


ting Hie lava, but one subterranean excavation 
lias been made exhibiting the interior of two 
or three bouses and temples. 


Having entered the area of the cxc.lvated 


ruins, ««• were greatly surprised to find them 
in «o excellent a state of preservation. \Ve 
found ourselves walking through long paved 
streets, just as they were when thronged with 
inhabitants, 1800 years ago, with rows of 
bouses on both side*, closely built up in every 


j direction. The streets are extremely narrow 


nnd it is clear that not more than one vehicle 
\ could puss at a time in any but tbe principal 


thriHiirhfarcs. 
They are paved with irregu- 


lar blocks of lava, closely fitted together, ftiid 
bordered by' a narrow pavement and eurb- 
st'Oie, eleva'ted a foot or more above tlie car- 
riage wav. 
The streets arc about as wide as 


MrClellun's alley, Baltimore, and even the 
principal through fares are not more than two- 
thirds as wide as the narrow part of llolliday 
street. 
Stepoing stones, like those in lialti 


the discipline of the Roman soldier, who 
knew that it was his duty to die at his post, 
and whose death in this instance was shared 
by those who were dealer to him than life 
itself.

further through these intorestingruins, which 
abound every where in evidence of the highest 
interest in architecture, art, sculpture and 
painting, thousands of the first specimens of 
which are to be found in the Museum Bar-' 
bouico in Naples, contained in about 100 
rooms, -which occupied a day in giving to 
them only a cursory examination. The mar- 
ble and bronze statuary exhibit .1 very high 
state of art, whilst statues of tlie Heathen 
Goddesses are remarkable for tlieir historical 
interest. 
In short this museum has always 


been regarded as the most interesting in the 
world, as remarked by an English writer, in 
a work on tbe subject, for bore we find the 
furniture, the ornaments, the Gods, the busts, 
the utensils, the paintings of a great people, 
whose city wns overthrown and buried under 
thick ashes almost 2,000 years ago ; their 
books, their musical instruments, even their 
bread and their baked fruits in its pristine 
form, only blackened by tbe action of fire, are 
to be seen. In contemplating these, we re- 
trace with asoi-tol fascination all tlieir habits 
and customs, looking with double interest on 
such as as.-itiiilate with these of our own day, 
tims in idea connecting onrsclvcswith them;

until the year 1784, whon tho ruins were ac- 
cidentally discovered. About one-fourtlrof 
tho city has since been csreavated, with the 
discovery of many rich treasures of art, and 
with circumstances that led to the conviction 
that a tone of morality prevailed within its 
walls thnt must have rendered it deserving 
tho fato of Sodom and Gomorrah. 


Pliny the younger, who was a resident of 


Pompeii at tho time of its destruction, gives 
nn interesting account in his well-known let- 
ters to Tacitus, describing the death of bis 
uncle, the elder Pliny, distinguished as a 
naturalist. 
He speaks of a cloud of vapor as 


liaving bcon seen over Vesuvius on the after- 
noon of tho 24th of August, in the year 79, 
which he likens to a great pine tree, ascend- 
in" to ti great'height, and spreading out its 
branches. There had been f»r many days 
before some shocks of an earthquake, which 
were not unusual, but they were so particu- 
larly violent that night they not only shook 
everything, but seemed to threaten total de- 
struction. . In the morning the light was ex- 
ceedingly faint and languid, the buildings all 
tottered, and the people resolved to quit the 
town. Having got to a considerabledistance, 
they stood still in the .midst of a most dan- 
gerous and dreadful scene, The chariots 
wero so agitated backwards and forwards, 
though upon the most level ground, that they 
could not he kept steady even by supporting 
them wUh large stones. The sea seemed to 
roll back upon itself, and to be driven from 
its bunks by the convulsive motion of tho 
earth, leaving several sea animals on the 
shore. On the other side a-blaok and dread- 
fuUlond, bursting with an igneous serpentine 


the vender stood to supply his customers.— 
There are two undoubted restaurants or cook- 
slinn*, where articles were cooked and suld 
across tbe counter. There is also u barber's 
shop, with a stone block in tbe centre, on 
which the Pompe'mns sat to be shaved. 


The theatres and amphitheatres are on a 


most extensive scale, and are in an excellent 
state of preservation, though none of them 
ire equal to the Oolliscuni at Koine. The 
interior of the great amphitheatre was capa- 
ble ofseating 10,000 persons. Th« part now 
excavated is about one-fourth of the city, and 
contains two forums, nine temples, two ba- 
silics, three piazza, 
nn amphitheatre, two 
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theatres, a prison, double baths, nearly 100 
houses and shops, several villas, a considera- 
ble portion o? the walla, seven gates, and 
about a dozen tombs. The tombs are outside 
of the walls, and are on n scale of great mag. 
nificence, the vaults under them having re 
ceptaclcs for urns to hold the ashes of th( 
dead, the mode of burial aroongtbe Pompoians 
having been to burn tho bodies and deposit 
Ihe asTies iu funeral urns. 


The walls of the city nro built of la 


blocks of Lava, and of tine workmanship,— 
The upper courses, however, have been fre- 
quently broken and rudely repaired, showing 
Uie effect of breaches from the battering-rams 
of an enemy. 
The towers were square, nnc 


apparently have been of great height, havm 
doubtless been overthrown by the earth 
qnnltos that preceded tbe destruction and 
burial of that city.

The public baths are very fine nnd in an 


excellent state of preservation. One has a 
vaulted ceiling, richly painted red and blue, 
with a cold water basin of white marble in 
the centre, 12 foot IU inches in diameter and

,-f the rooms a skeleton was found holding a 
sacrificial axe with which he bad cut through 
.... walls in tha vain attempt to escape from 
the eruption, but perished before he could 
reach the third. The subterranean passage 
and secret stairs by which the 
priest 


could obtain access to the interior of the altar, 
and deliver the oracles as if they proceeded 
from the statue of Isis herself, we examined 
with great interest. 


The barracks near the gate was undoubted- 


ly the great headquarters of the Pompeian 
troops. Iu the guard room were found four 
skeletons -with their legs fastened in iron 
stocks ; in tho sleeping apartments numer- 
ous helmets of bronco and iron, with bolts, 
lances, swords, strigils.loather bolts, &c.
